The annua! open Joint meeting of 
the Political Economy and Historical 
c*h:b>, was held In the lounge rnoni 
of the Cn on on Tuesday, at cight- 
f.fteen. Profes-or "W. 1. Waugh, 
he.-.d of the Department of History, 
presided . 

The subject under discu»slon war. 
• •Ttiifsa's Jtelations with Gre.it 
i Rrltain hfnee the Cr mean War.'' 
I The f.rst epeiker wa» E, C. Knowlea 
j president of the Historical Club. He 
j hegan by outlining the events which 
led up to the Crimean War. 
Speak ng of the period of ltîî to 
j 1SH he termed It s period in which 
the selfishness of Great Britain as re- 
presented by the government :» most 
apparent, "Britain'a persistent sup- 
port of Turkey dur tig the greater 
putt of thl» period prompted, partly 
through fear and partly through sel- 
fishness." he said. 

In order to more clearly follow 
events In ".this mass of Intrigue/' he 
divided his subject into thrie. genera! 
headings. Turkey. A»la and Japa?,. 

First dealing with Turkey, he Slid 
that as far back «. Hritaln was 

resentful of any 'ncrease "f Ituss'an 
power aiong the Danube. In ! M4 <'j :r 
Nicholas, while In England, spoke of 
Turkey .is a. dying man. and tald 
though Russia would not claim on 
suffer another power to have an Inch 
of It. 

The Crimean War was rough; osten- 
sibly .m behalf of Turkey, but actually 
she was weaker than before, anil her 
lytbjert population discovered - »•( tlc- 
r.ejis hitherto unknown. 

All through Pussla'i sane and d p- 
lomatic efforts to relieve the Ita.ka . 
.State» from the merciless hand <.f 
Turkey, the Brtish government's ..t- 
tltude not otiiy was materlullat'c and 
selfish, t.ut shortsiglited ss well. 
Ilussla was a growing power, and 
England, to check her expansion Iri a 
natural sphere, forced her to focus her 
influence on other parts, 

"If checked In the Mediterranean." 
he said, "what could be more natural 
than for her to develop in rentrai 
Aslar* 

In 'onnertlon with the Rutso-Turk- 
l»h reîullons. Il Btnarck fourni an op- 
porUinlCy for showing Germin'a 
friendliness to Russia, however he 
found it hard to malijlaln pe»ce. 

Tlie speaker, instead of g\lng the 
terms of the Merlin Corigre»s, discus- 
s'd Gladstone's criticism of It. He 
said that whatever the merits of the 
Congress were. ! t did not settle the 
Turk sh question. Br. tain has tried to 
keep a , much power in Turkey's 
hands as possible, and the result has 
been discontent and suffering!

Declares Trade Between 
China and Canada Mas 
Great Future 



"Chir.a and Things Chinese" was the 
subject of an Illustrated lecture given 
by Mr. T. Guthrie Turnbull at the 
rU'.i-Carlton Hotel lust night. The 
lecture was held under the auspices 
of the Montreal Branch of the Navy 
League. 

■The speaker Introduced his subject 
by n general outline of China and her 
people 1'hina Is the most Interesting 
country cf the world. Its vast area 
exceeds that Of Canada by a million 
square miles. Its coast line Is enor- 
mous. Her southern provinces are 
tropical, whereas In the north she al- 
most touches Mie arctic circlet, Her 
peoples differ In many ways. From 
the Northerners of Mongolia to the 
Indo-Chinese of Canton, they are a 
mass of conflicting customs, langu- 
ages, and Ideals. Therefore. It Is dif- 
flstllt to make definite statements re- 
garding their rri'ide of life which will 
apply to all sections of *o great a 
country. 

One of China's greatest claims for 
Interest, continued the speaker, lies In 
her antiquity. Many great empires 
have grown up and passed away dur- 
ing China's lifetime. Unfortunately, 
at present, there Is no central govern- 
ment strong enough lo control the 
country. This bad state' of affairs is 
h direct result of the revolution! The 
traditions of rive thousand years can- 
not be changed In a generation. It 
will he some, time before this great 
country, containing one quarter of the 
population of the globe, will settle 
down lo a peaceful and normal era. 
The people generally are a peaceful, 
honest, and sober race, China Is prob- 
ably the greatest undeveloped market 
In the world today. Young Chinamen 
are coming in great numbers to Eu- 
rope und the U. s. A. to learn western 
ideas and methods. MçGlll has seve- 
ral distinguished Chinese graduates. 
The stupendous trade possibilities with 
China can scan e!y be exaggerated. 
Canada sine 10H has multiplied her 
trade with China over fifty times, and 
there is ample room for further in- 
crease when the present political 
situation abates somewhat. 

Mr. Turnbull then proceeded to show 
his slides. Mc traced nn imaginary

It appears to 
be, to say the least nn exhibition of 
crass and consumate ignorance. It Is 
questionable If this, author has ever 
stopped for an Instant to think where 
would this world be today If men 
had in general preserved their pub- 
lications for distribution among their 
friends and relatives. Aunties and 
uncles, brothers and sisters It Is cer- 
tain will road the bonk, but if fami- 
lies the world over are alike, the news 
if it is good or had news will travel 
quicker than the printed word. All 
of which goes lo prove that the "un- 
crowned king of Arabia'' is a "rara 
avis', rarer than his JIW.OOO book of 
adventures. 

This spe, imen of humanity wo hope 
will soon be with the "Great Auk'' and 
me "Dodo". In fact !l would almost 
-e. ii, that 'here extinction Is to be 
more regretted than the extinction of 
the victims of 'he "superiority com- 
plex''.

Of more than passing Interest Is the 
letter recently recoived here from I'rof. 
de Witt Clarke Hyde describing the 
burial of the late emperor of Japan. 
Prof. Hyde because of his position of 
professor of economics at Kcio Uni- 
versity was obliged officially to bo 
present at the funeral of the Mikado. 
The writer of the letter graduated 
from McGlll University in 1917 with 
honors In Economics and History. Af- 
ter graduation he studied at Harvard 
where he received the M.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees, and In 1923 accepted the po- 
sition in the college at Tokio. The let- 
ter Is of unusual Interest because it 
gives a vivid picture of an Eastern 
funeral through Western eyes. 

The sun rose on February the 17tli 
upon an expectant people In Tokyo 
from all parts of the Empire to pay 
respect to the memory of the Taisbo 
Emperor. The cold and snow of the 
last few days had given place 10 
warmth that does not generally come 
with the official, beginning of spring, 
and nature furnished a setting in har- 
mony with the solemn occasion. Not a 
breath of wind stirred the leaves or 
disturbed the sllenSt of the reverent 
throngs us the Emperor was carried 
from his place to the last resting 
place by the banks of the Tamagawa. 

The keln delegation of five hun- 
dred men and about fifty professors 
and graduates left the University 
shortly after two in the afternoon. 
As thv procession nearecl the centre 
of the dry Us progress became more 
and more difficult. Pedestrians, 
motor curs and soldiers jammed the 
streets, and the police had great dif- 
ficulty in directing traffic. The Third 
Azabu Infantry Regiment inarched in 
from a sale street, and soon our col- 
umn was cut In several place*. Pro- 
lessor Kawnbe and I found ourselves 
isolated with two lYoiessors and about 
twenty men In the midst of M strug- 
gling mass o! people. The policemen 
were pulling lhe soldiers, almost oy 
force, out of a crowd of people thut 
was trying to break the lines, and we 
had some difficulty in making progress 
until a turge from the crowd threw 
us bodily over the low ropes that 
marked the Intersection of the streets. 
We gathered the men together, form- 
ed them Into something like military 
order and led them to our appointed 
place at Nijubaslii (the Double 
llrtdge) before the imperial Palace, 
on the way we noticed the patient 
crowds squatting on straw mats, wait- 
ing for the' procession to start Some 
Of these people had been In their 
places since dawn. Arriving at our po- 
sition, we found that seniority had 
lis disadvantages As the oldest pri- 
vate University we vver* jilaced at the 
left of tin.. line facing the palace, but 
some distance from the line of march. 
We had a perfisft view of the stately 
entrance to the pulacc and the grace- 
ful bridge, but we were too far away 
to see detsills. particularly after dusk 
set in. The time between our arrival 
and the first ceremonies passed rap- 
idly. Our sp.xce was commodious and 
the trees In the old park gave lhe 
space a picturesque setting. Then, too, 
there wo* plenty of movement, as the 
troops took their stand In the parade 
before the palace. 

Banner and Torchti 
At exactly half past five, as light 
was beginning to fall, the head of 
the Funeral Procession uppeared on 
the slope leading from the inner to 
the outer gate of the Castle. Tall ban- 
ners gleamed in the distance, and the 
lights of the pine torches advanced 
until the foremost reached the end of 
the bridge. Then the high court and 
military officials walked out from 
their enclosure to form a double line 
leading to the first pair of beacons 
j that marked Die entrance to the fun- 
: oral The mlltltude became silent, 
scarcely a sound was hoard. Darkness 
deepened, the glow of the inrchew In- 
creased as the figures on the bridge 
faded Into obscurity. 

Suddenly a voice rang out: -five 
minutes. The troops fixed bayonets 
and the parade pérore us became a 
twinkling sea of flashing steel ai 
six o'clock u voice from (he palace 
was answered by the commander of 
tho troops, a cannon boomed, bugles 
sounded the. lament and the torches 
began lo move, silent ligures moved 
in tho dim light and the bugle calls 
faded as they were taken up In the 
distance. The sound of minor funeral 
music from reed and drum was soon 
amplified ils the huge ox drawn fun- 
eral car uppeared in the dim distance 
on lhe bridge. Slowly It turned a cor- 
ner amid a silence broken only by 
the unforgettable sound of un old-time 
Japeneese dirge, and In darkness 
slightly dispelled by the flare of tor- 
ches nml Hie soft rays of . new moon, 
Attention! The troops presented arms, 
civilians bowed their beads and ac- 
companied by the prayers of the mul- 
titude, tho cortege passed on to the 
heurt of the city. As It reuched the fliv.t 

detachment of w ps the lu ment of 

the naval band drowned tho music of 
the. old lime instruments, us with 
dramatic suddenness, new Japan added 
Its token of loyalty and respect. 

The sound of mnrnhlug feet,' tin 
lament of bugles awl bands, and the 
dull boom of lhe minute guns 



tho scene In our minds long after 'the 
procession had passed, and it was 
easy for us to picture it again against 
the background of the old castTo just 
visible in the soft light. We were too 
far away to sec details; only the 
slow movement of the procession and 
the dim form of the funeral car wire 
clear to us: but the whole scene was 
one of melancholy .solemnity, a fitting 
trlbuto to the passing of a lluler of a 
great nation.

IS SUBJECT_OF TALK 

C. Atkinson Read Paper at 
Colloquium Yesterday 



That the oxygen in many of the Ox- 
onian compounds has a valence of two 
And not four or s x. was the topic of 
Chas. Atkinson's paper delivered yes- 
terday at the Chemistry Colloquium. 

In 1ST5 it was first observed that it 
was possible for oxygen to assume a 
valence of four, whereas the periodic 
tables would give it as two. 

Compounds which exhibited this 
property were early investigated U 
Werner and Longmu I. A great deal 
of th.s research work is «t present 
tie ng carried on at McGill unjer th -1 
dhection of Dr. Otto Mm«i. 

An oxonlan compound !« one which 
contains oxygen In conjunction with 
an acid in which the oxygen appears to 
have «i valence of four or some! nies 
sir. Thete compounds were ;it first re- 
garded it very unstable but certain 
eondlt'ons have been founti under 
which the stability is sompwhat main- 
ta.red . 

The whole branch of this c'nem stry 
s complicated and Is no: yet folly 
understood. Many experimental con- 
frontations of Ihe various theories 
which have been advanced are yet 
needed.

The speaker then dealt wilh tho 
language of the country. They write 
and read the opposite way to us. 
Their forty thousand characters arc 
based on simple drawing», ond some 
prove nmuslng in their development. 
Education is making rapid progress 
iiroughout the land, and foreign mis- 
sionaries are in great part responsible 
for this advancement. The arts of 
carving In stone and painting have 
long flourished, as have the potters' 
and bronze casters. 

Canton though thickly populated, 
lacks the modern Influence prevalent 
in Shanghai. Hong-Kong has been 
transformed by tho British from a 
small flshlmr village into one of the 
busiest und certainly the most beau- 
tiful harbor ln the world. Peking is 
notable for Its great gates and wallfi. 
It is yielding to western Influences. 

The speaker concluded his remarks 
by stating that China should be- allow- 
ed to settle her own problems. Out- 
side influence would never be able to 
control so large a movement for re- 
form.

Russia's advance to the south east 
in Asia was considered next. This was 
not a sudden move on her part. On 
the contrary she had been extending 
slowly since the I'.mc of Peter the 
Great. "It Is Important to real'ze that 
Russia had a natural Interest in the 
country quite apart from Imperialis- 
tic ambitions," he said. 

Britain soon became alarmed at 
Russia's conquests, and quite justifi- 
ably, but a great deal of trouble might 
have been avoided If she had realized 
that Russia <s mp'.y had to expand 
somewhere. 

The situations brought up by ex- 
tensions Into Afghanistan were alarm- 
ingly tense and more than once war 
seemed Inevitable. It seems probable 
that gcrmany was Interested In ma n- 
talnlng the hostile attitude between 
the two countries. However, .n 1W 
Russia and Britain came to r.n under- 
standing. Britain's influence was . d- 
mltte.i In Afghanistan and also in 
Tibet. 

The speaker next dealt r-ith the 
Russo Japanese war and Its effect on 
the relations of the two countries. De- 
spite two or three uniortunatc inci- 
dents, conditions gradually improved — 
a remarkable thing, considering the 
previous period of hostility. The rea- 
sons were the entente with France 
and the anti-German fcntlmcnls ot 
Edward the Seventh. 

Gradually the feeling spread In Eng- 
land that Germany and not Russia 
wa* Britain's enemy. The speaker 
showed how subsequent events helped 
to Inflame this feeling. 

"To sum up the whole period." hu 
said, "it may be said that Britain was 
willing to support almost any anil- 
Russian diheme until she realized 
that Gcrmany was the really danger- 
ous rival, 

The second paper was delivered by 
.1. IC. Sims, president of the Political 
Economy Club, Mho took up the argu- 
ment which led In Hie cstab! shment 
of the Russian Republic, after the 
downfall of the Czar. 

"It is almost necessary." he said, 
"to take a partisan or bla.se,] attitude, 
principally because all the world ex- 
cept Buss ,i is politically anti-com- 
munlstlc," 

There were many Englishmen -serv- 
Ing In Russia when the Revolution 
took place, and they served the new 
master every bit as honorably as the 
old one, for the new republic stuck to 
the common cause and tiled lo end 
the Great War. 

Shortly after th s came (he frre.il 
Lenin; and In connection with h m II 
must be remembered that he did not 
overthrow a monarchy but a re- 
public. He abolished the free vote and 
Instituted one of the- most p'tllcss 
tyrannies of modern times. 

Relations drifted with continual 
complaint from both sides. In Ui21 the 
Russian Trade Agreement was s'gned. 
It was principal!)' formed to stimu- 
late trade, but also to net as a fore- 
runner to permanent recognition. 

The speaker showed how the terms 
of this agreement were violated at 



times. In June 1023 an understanding 
was reached ... 

Tho next important stop was the .re- 
cognition by tho Labor government In 
3 024 of the Union of Soviet States, of 
Russia. 

Following the Anglo Soviet confer- 
ence In London, a treaty -was propos- 
ed and subsequently startling events 
followed one another rapidly. Finally 
the Labor party suffered a vote of 
censure and the houso was dissolved. 

It was said that the next election 
was to be won or lost on the Russian 
policy. A great furore was created 
by the appearance of the famous 
Zlnovieff letter, which appeared In 
every paper on the eve of the election. 
The letter advocated revolution and 
that soldiers should disobey their 
orders. The Russian government 
claimed the note was a forgery, but it 
fooled even the. Labor Party. 

The Conservative party which as- 
sumed power did not approve the 
Treaties. 

The speaker went into detailed 
discussion of the question of a Soviet 
loan, reviewing trade conditions from 
1 r> 13. and sVetched the outcome of the 
whole matter. 

"I do not propose," he said, "to go 
into the recent trouble bbout Russian 
Interference In China. If Russia Is In- 
terfering she. is once more breaking 
her pledged word ." 

In summing up. he. declared that the 
situation between the two countries 
Is one of grave danger. 

After the delivery of the papers. 
Professor Waugh announced that the 
annual banquet of the Historical Club 
will this year be held in the grill room 
of the Union on Saturday the 26. The 
speaker will be Professor C. II, Mc 
llwaln of Harvard— a very distln 
gulshed and noted authority on the 
Rrltlsh constitution, and on the Con- 
stitutional relations of the Dominion 
Dr. llwaln will speak on a topic re- 
la t ng to the constitution of the 
British Empire. Professor Waugh ex- 
tended an invitation to all present to 
attend the Banquet. The charge will 
lie l wo dollars.
